You can 
even get discounts at some of the 
largest appliance and _ television 
chains, and even in some depart- 
ment stores in cities where dis- 
count houses are active. But you 
may have to ask for it. Regular} 
discount houses give reductions to 
all customers. 


BIG DISCOUNTS 


In some of the larger cities| 
where there are many discount 
houses (especially New York, 
Philadelphia, Chicago and Los An-| 
geles), competition has gotten so; 
keen that the discount sellers give 
as much as 25-30 per cent off on 
many standard items.

After initial defeats in committee 
sessions, this coalition succeeded in 
forcing a showdown on the floor of 
the congress and won the two key 
test votes.

AFL President George Meany 
and CIO President Walter Reuther 
were reelected vice-presidents. 
The oppostion to Tewson was 
deeply significant.

It was held that 
Tewson had violated a prior under- 


jstanding by permitting himself to 


be elected two years ago after an 
agreement that no executive office 
should be held by a representative 
of labor from the major nations. 

The record of the ICFTU under 
Tewson’s presidency also had 
deeply disappointed those who ex- 
pected the ICFTU to assume an ag- 
gressive role and take a firm stand 
in international affairs in opposi- 
tion to Communism. 

Tewson’s opening address to this 
congress, in which he advocated 
not only caution, but virtually ap- 
peasement of the Communists in 
the hope of achieving world peace 
through negotiation “around the 
table” was hotly resented by the U. 
S. labor delegations and also by 
many of his own British colleagues, 
BECU STRONG MAN 

Becu, the new president, is wide- 
ly known in international labor cir- 


icles as a hard-hitting and practical 


trade unionist with no use what- 
soever for the Communists. His 
|Transport Workers Federation was 
responsible for the successful un- 
loading of Marshall Plan military 
cargoes on the continent of Europe 
when the Communists threatened 
strikes and sabotage. Becu is also 
expected to take a firm hand with 


|J. H. Oldenbroek, the general sec- 


retary of the ICFTU, whose slow 
and bureaucratic policies were 
widely criticized in private conver- 
sations here. 

The new militancy of the ICFTU 
was made evident in its action on 
the East Berlin uprisings. Reports 
from two escaped workers from 
the Soviet sector of the city were 
a special order of business in the 
first plenary session.

‘Americans Going 


Deeper Into Debt 


MINNEAPOLIS (LPA) — More 
and more families are getting in 
hock up to their ears, according 


jto a survey by the Northwestern 


National Life Insurance Co. here, 
The company’s family economics 
bureau made a nation-wide survey 
and found some families owing on 
installment purchases more than 
their breadwinners earn in a year, 
A debt counsellor in Chicago re- 
ported “We are receiving defin- 
itely more cases, more deeply in 
debt.” He said that before the war 
they had families coming in with 
an installment payment load of 60 
to 75 per cent of their income, “but 
now they often come in with an 
installment load that equals 120 
per cent of their income.” He said 
a drop of 10 per cent in employ- 
ment “would cause us to be overe 
whelmed by distress cases.” 

The survey showed a larger pro- 
portion of applicants for bank per- 
sonal loans are too debt-burdened 
o be acceptable risks unless they 
find co-signers or special collateral. 

The survey found the typical 
over-burdened family has an in- 
come of $3000 to $4000, owes 15 to 
20 creditors from $1200 to $2500, 
has a car and a TV set but no say- 
ings or cash resources, 

Chief causes listed for the bure 
den are inflation, high taxes, in- 
ability to resist “impulse” buying, 
illness or other emergencies, or 
just plain bad management. 

The records for Minneapolis 
show total obligations of the aver- 
age debtor have risen from $488 
in 1930 to close to $2400 today. The 
report said “the situation of the 
average debtor is worsening.”

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AMERICAN FARM 
LABOR OUSTED 


Farm labor representatives have 
een meeting with officials of the 
jtate and National Government in 


iome relief for the American farm 
workers who are being systemati- 
sally displaced from their jobs by 
imported contract laborers. 

“These American farm workers 
are displaced persons in a very real 
sense,” said one union official, 
after conversations with Edward 
F. Hayes, State Head of the Farm 
Placement Service and Allen 


ity of the U. S. Department of La- 
vor. “Not only are they displaced 
from jobs, but as a consequence, 
they and their families are dis- 
placed from their homes. In the 
Imperial Valley alone this season, 
hundreds of domestic farm worker 
families have had to pull up roots 
and start drifting. This because 
job opportunities were being filled 
by Mexican contract laborers, who, 
ironically enough, were ostensibly 
imported because of domestic la- 
bor shortage. And to top it all, this 
kind of displacement is strictly 
illegal.” 

The International Agreement be- 
tween the U. S. and Mexico which 
regulates the importation of farm 
labor, specifically prohibits the dis- 
placement. The Farm Placement 
Service has claimed that such ma- 
chinery exists, If a job opening is 
reported, according to State Offi- 
cials, available domestic labor is 
called on first. | 

This is, in effect, no machinery 
at all, according to farm labor rep-| 
resentatives—Farm Labor News- 
letter.
